— Violent  Sprain  and  L  a  men  e/s  of a Horfe.—-  A  Horfe  belonging  to  Mr.  Slack, 
Matter  of  the  White  Bear,  a  refpeCtable  Inn,  at  Crofs  Hills,  received  a  Sprain  of  the  back 
finews  of  the  near  fore  leg,  which  was,  in  confequence,  lame  and  exceedingly  fwelled, 
from  above  the  Knee  down  to  the  Foot.  A  Farrier  had  tried  means  without  firccefs.  I 
then  applied  the  TraCtors  three  times  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  which,  by  evening,  lef- 
fened  the  fwelling.  and  removed  in  part,  the  lamenefs.  In  three  days  that  fwelling  was 
entirely  gone.

.rmch  afflicted  with  a  rheum  about  one  of  her  eyes,  For  ten  days  before  fhe  applied  to 
Tie,  the  eye  bad  .been  1  o  covered  with  a  web,  tliat  fhe  eould  not  Tee  at  all.  Her  Phyfician, 
who  had  tiled  a  yy*ifh*  without  any  benefit,  feared  the  fight  was  irrecoverably  loft  :  fhe 
could  neither  deep  nor  -  reft  from  the  Violence  of  the  pain  and  inflammation.  1  applied 
the  Tradtors  thirty  minutes,  during  which  fhe  found  great  eafe,  and  food  after  was  ena¬ 
bled  to  fee.  I  iifed  them  again  only  tvs- ice  during  the  two  following  days',  when  the  eye 
was  well  ;  the  pain  and  inflammation  being  gone,  and  the  fight  reftored.”
